Prom th* Quarrier* to th* Constitution, 
Then to a Mill. 
One would hardly expect to find an 
object of historic interest iii so pro­ 
saic a place as a New England mill— 
nil object older than the oldest title of 
the English peerage, an object made 
before the English parliament was 
formed. 
Yet such an object is in daily 
use iii a factory at Saylesville, It. I. It 
Is a bell, whose history is a most in­ 
teresting one. 
Around the bell, about 
four inches from the dbown, Is this su­ 
perscription: • Peter Secest Amsterdam. 
Anno 12*st, me fecit.” 
The date, together with other well 
authenticated facts, leads to the belief 
that the I.**'I was long used in a con­ 
vent belfry in England und was taken 
thor '"mn for public us** during th** 
lefoi. ..aioli. 
But tho connecting link 
between its life in the eld world and 
its advent to America Is th** famous 
naval battle between the Guerriere 
and the Constitution. 
Tin* Guerriere, a helpless w reck, was 
rolling in the trough of the sea. while 
her brave but defeat***! commander. 
Captain D anes of th** royal navy, on 
tho deck of th** American frigate, tin* 
Constitution, was offering Ids sword to 
gallant Captain Hull. 
The two officers had been friends in 
time of peace, having often exchanged 
hospitalities 
at 
tin* 
Mediterranean 
ports, and now Hull's magnanimity 
sh ai.* out. 
“PII not take your sword, nacres," 
said he. 
"Keep it.” 
In the meanwhile the bouts of til** 
Constitution were busily engaged in 
transporting tin* crew of th** defeated 
ship to th** deck of the victor. 
A m id­ 
shipman reported to tin* first lieuten­ 
ant that the ship's bell had b**en car­ 
ried away by a grapeshot from th** 
Guerriere aud that there was no way 
of announcing the time to the ship’s 
compd uy. 
At that moment th** Guerriere gave a 
succession of heavy plunges, ami the 
• lear tones of ii line l*eil rang over the 
water. 
“Go get the Englishman's bell," saki 
the 
lieutenant 
to

midshipman. 
"Then* will In* no further use for It on 
l*oard that craft." 
The 
Guerriere 
surrendered

o'clock in th** evening of Aug. IO, 1812, 
and at S o'clock the sam** Evening Pe­ 
ter Secor!’a bel! in sonorous tones rang 
**ut the hour on board “Old ironsides.” 
With the lapse of tittie the bell. amid 
die confusion and debris common to a 
great navy yard. l>**came misplaced, 
I st its Identity aud wa s thrust ran* 
lcvslv to one side, 
It I Mind Bs way to 
tin* scrap lieut?. was afterw ard sold by 
tin* United States and finally came t<» 
rest in its present quarters. Boston 
Post.
